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NO SECRET SESSIONS 


The plan of the Council of meeting in secret is one of the things 


that should be absolutely forbidden in the new charter. No repre- 


sentative body should meet in secret unless it be under extraordi- 
nary circumstances, even the Senate of the United States is about to 
abolish its executive sessions and the reason given for that action 
is that the people have a right to know what their representatives are 
doing. 

It not unfrequently happens that public office holders forget that 
they are servants and not the masters of the people, and that they 
are not superior, but inferior to the people as a whole. To shut 
out the public is therefore an outrage and should not be permitted for 
a moment. 

We can not think of any contingency that can arise in a local 
body like the Council, which would justify a secret session. There 
are cases when in a great body, like the Senate, it is desirable, but the 
city council is quite another matter and there is no excuse for the 
present plan and it must be forbidden and anything not done in open 
session, and an open session held at certain stated times or after due 
notice, and convened in secret and only nominally open.- 

Of course the plan of a secret session is to shut out the news. 
papers but the newspapers represent the people who are the makers 
and the masters of the councilmen, and there is always a grave reason 
for fearing that when the council has a secret session it is doing 
something that the people should know, but which the members of 
the city governing body are trying to keep from the public. Up- 
right, straight, fearless men never meet in secret when they are trans- 
acting other people’s business, and they never try to exclude their 
principals. The public therefore look with grave suspicion at every 
secret session, and should demand to see the records of what was 
done. That, for the present. Later with a new charter we shall 
we hope, have no secret sessions and the city will be governed by men 
who have no fear that the publie should know all that they are doing. 
NO SECRET SESSIONS MUST BE ALLOWED.

GOOD ROADS A NECESSITY 

The supervisors should not delay when they are asked next Mon- 
day to lay out good roads and put them in repair between this town 
and Martinez. There was a time when poor roads went, but now 
they have gone in every progressive community. People today travel 
so much themselves in their own vehicles that never before was the 
demand for good roads so important and so imperative. Certainly 
the roads between such important points as Richmond and the county 
seat, should be in the very best of condition, and it does not speak 
well for the county if they are not. 

Eventually the State is going to take charge of all the roads in 
California. Everyone understands that, and that the present State 
highway is simply the first move in that direction. The road, there- 
fore, between this-city and Martinez should be built along the lines 
of the State highway, of the very best and most substantial material. 
and should bé lighted, though that last requisite can wait. 

But, we would call attention to the fact that our enterprising | 
brethren south of the Tehachapi are already lighting their highways 
with electroliers, although we have not reached the point of lighting | 
our streets in that fashion. Through the San Fernando Valley the 
road is being illuminated by lights every two hawidred feet and for 
ninety miles, so that it makes one of the finest drives in the world. | 
This end of the state must not be behind in this matter it must have 
as many attractions as the south end if it expects to attract travel | 
next year. 

The road from here to Martinez could be made a very beautiful 
and attractive highway, but it will need money to doit. But that is 
one of the public expenditures that pays handsomely. There are 
some things upon which we should economize, but good roads is not 
one of these things. Good roads attract, and what ever attracts is 
what a live town like Richmond needs. 


THE POLICE AND THE PULL 


The evils of the present system of city government could ask for 

no more foreible illustration than is offered by the story published in 
last Sunday’s News, showing how one man was placed in jail for 
Jumping off a street car and NO ARRESTS were made in the case of 
a man who attacked another man in whose home he was, against all 
the laws of respectability. What the pull was that proved so potent 
in the latter case, we do not pretend to say, but that there was some 
reason why no arrests were made is evident. 
Do the people of Richmond want a police force that is a subject 
of pulls? Do they want a police force that is busy arresting strang- 
ers, negroes and people of little or no influence, but makes no arrests 
or discharges when arrested men with a pull? The city charter 
should be amended so as to give Richmond a police force that will 
play no favors, that will treat all men alike, that is honest and eonsci- 
entious in the discharge of ist duties. We must eradicate polities 
in the city police force. The men who are holding on to jobs because 
they have the pulls, or who allow other people’s pulls to stop them| 
when they have a duty to discharge, must go. Richmond must be 
up to date and this pull business is of the past.
